There being no appointments on the agenda, 
Town Administrator James Huntoon presented the board 
with his weekly report.

"I've been working very closely with the Town 
Clerk," Mr. Huntoon continued. "It was her request for 
the Board of Selectmen's office to change the town's 
polling place from the church (vestry), which we have to 
pay for, to see if we can use the new Senior Center on 
Dexter Lane." After checking with the state agency which 
helped fund the Senior Center, Mr. Huntoon learned that 
the town has "five years before it can use the Senior 
Center" for a purpose which is "incidental to town 
government." 

"They're refining some of the policies up there to 
be more fluid, but they still have that (federal) restric- 
tion," Mr. Huntoon said. "They don't want to give a grant 
(for a project) and then have it be used for other pur- 
poses." 

After further research, however, Mr. Huntoon 
said they were able to come to an agreement that annual 
elections are more "essential" than "incidental" to town 
government, and they will be allowed to use the Senior 
Center beginning witht he November 4 State Election. 
"We're going to have the override vote for next Wednes- 
day, and then everything will be stored at the Senior 
Center," he said. "We have to send a notice to every 
resident/ voter in town ... about the change in polling 
place." With that, the board unanimously voted to change 
the polling place as suggested. 

"We had to do something, because there was a 
problem with getting the polls set up," Selectman Parker 
said. "It costs around $200 altogether (to use the church)." 

"I like the idea of using a town facility ... and it's 
easier for the seniors who can be dropped off under the 
portico," Chairman Ryan said. 

On a related note, Mr. Huntoon noted they have 
acquired two large banners to be strung across Route 105 
between Town Hall and the Plumb Corner Mall to an- 
nounce elections and Town Meetings. "One says 'vote

today/ and the other says 'Town Meeting tonight/" he 
said. "You can't put dates on them." 

The board next voted to appoint Roxanne Costa 
to the Local Scholarship Committee. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received a letter from Jeffrey L. Robinson regarding 
Selectman Nunes' recent comments in an article in The 
Sentinel about accusations against Father Lyons, formerly 
of St. Rita's Church in Rochester. 

"My concern ... is that Selectman Nunes acted 
inappropriately (his capacity to separate church from 
state) as Selectman for the Town of Rochester," Mr. 
Robinson wrote. "Selectman Nunes' opinions regarding 
the character of a man accused of raping a minor child

should not have been shared with the public. Whether or 
not in the end he (Father Lyons) is 'exonerated and can 
come back to the church' ... is not a concern of the contin- 
ued government of the Town of Rochester." 

Selectman Nunes defended his comments, noting 
that The Sentinel called him for a quote based on the fact 
that he is a parishioner at St. Rose of Lima Church. "I 
expressed my own personal views on the matter," Select- 
man Nunes said. "I apologize to Mr. Robinson if he feels 
that I violated the separation of church and state. How- 
ever, the basic purpose of the separation of church and 
state under the First Amendment's Established cause is to 
ensure that government makes no law that sets up an 
official religion or forces or influences a person to go or 
remain away from a certain church. My comments were 
not religious. My comments did not advocate for or 
against any religion. I expressed my own personal views 
as a parishioner. I certainly hope that Mr. Robinson is not 
asking me to forfeit my First Amendment Right to Free 
Speech simply because I am a Selectman." 

The board agreed to include Selectman Nunes' 
statement in their response letter to Mr. Robinson. 

The board next received a letter from the Annie 
Maxim House, Inc., which voted to donate the following 
amounts to the Town of Rochester: $250 to the Council on 
Aging; $500 to the Highway Department; $500 to the Fire 
Department; $500 to the Ambulance; and $1,000 to the 
Police Department.

Letters to the Editor 

To the Editor: 

On August 9, 1 sent a letter to the (Mattapoisett) 
Planning Board objecting to the deal made between the board 
and developer Jimmy Lanagan requiring him to pay $100,000 to 
build a skateboard park in exchange for additional units of 
housing at Mahoney's Field. 

My main objection was that voters should decide 
where the $100,000 should be spent for the benefit of all taxpay- 
ers. It should not be a special interest fee to benefit another 
special interest. 

The siting of a skateboard park on town land near the 
development was voted at last May's Annual Town Meeting 
after a promise had been made to voters that if the site were to 
be approved, the park would cost the taxpayers nothing to 
build. 

As of this writing, I have yet to receive the courtesy of a 
reply, but I have heard from literally scores of taxpayers who are 
as upset with the Planning Board's action as I am. Some have 
questioned the legality of that action. 

I am now asking townspeople to take the matter into 
their own hands by helping me circulate petitions calling for a 
Town Meeting vote to rescind Article 7 of the May Town 
Meeting. This may or may not force our officials to take appro-

priate action on their own. Even the threat of such a vote, 
however, may prove useful in that regard. 

Those who are willing to support the effort by circulat- 
ing petitions should call me at 508-758-3579 and I will see that 
they get as many petition forms as needed. Ten signatures will 
get the question on the next Annual Town Meeting agenda. 
However, it would seem in the best interest of the town to have 
the matter taken up as soon as possible. At least 100 valid 
signatures are needed to have the question appear on the next 
Special Town Meeting (warrant). 

Even if you feel you can only obtain a few signatures of 
registered voters, your help will go a long way in giving the 
people a say about the Planning Board's disregard for the town's 
taxpayers. $100,000 isn't peanuts in this day and age! And to 
spend it on a skateboard park is folly when taxpayers have so 
much to pay for now and in the future.

Students take AP Exams in May after completing 
challenging course-level courses at their high schools. The 
College Board recognizes several levels of achievement 
based on the number of year-long courses and exams (or 
their equivalent semester-long courses and exams). At 
ORR High School, one student qualified for the AP 
Scholars Honors Award by earning an average of at least 
3.5 on all AP Exams taken. This student is Mark Ferreira, 
currently attending Brown University.

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be precisely controlled. The images I make are usually 
related to the natural world. I capture things on paper 
that strike me as beautiful or graphic." 

Ms. Robertson said the transfer process begins 
with an image shot on slide film. She then takes the slide 
image and reshoots it onto Polaroid film. Instead of 
waiting for all the ink to transfer to the positive side of the 
film, she rips apart the print early and uses the ink left on 
the negative side of the image. "I brayer this ink onto a 
receptor surface," she said. "Then it is left to dry or 
sometimes manipulated by removing or blending inks or 
by adding watercolors to the image."

Alabama ... Slams* * mer

Sweet Home Alabama. Starring Reese Witherspoon and Josh 
Lucas. Directed by Andy Tennant. Running time: 105 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

Watching Reese Witherspoon in Siveet Home Alabama is like 
looking at a daisy floating in a toilet: She's the best thing in it, but 
you wonder what she's doing there. After about six years of being 
terrific in movies whose audiences ranged from few to nobody, 
Witherspoon finally broke through in last year's Legally Blonde, an 
agreeable enough trifle, provided that you agreed to overlook the 
film's rampant lameness and concentrate on Reese. Sadly, her 
overdue success appears to have taught Witherspoon that sharp, 
offbeat scripts (Freeway, Pleasan tville, Election, etc. ) are not the way 
to go, and so we get Sweet Home Alabama, not a frame of which, 
curiously, was actually filmed there; Georgia and Florida stand in 
for Alabama, though New York City gets to play itself. 

Here, Witherspoon is Melanie Carmichael, though her given 
name is Smooter, and her married name — from a "just-outta- 
high-school" union she's spent seven years forgetting — is Perry. 
Whichever Melanie she is, she's far removed from her roots in 
Pigeon Creek, Alabama, and now designs fabulous clothes in 
fabulous New York. It's every gal's dream, except that most gals, 
I presume, don't dream of Patrick Dempsey. He plays Andrew, 
Melanie' s fawning and moist-eyed fiance, and I really must 
apologize for chortling about the waifishness of Stuart Townsend 
in last week's Trapped; I hadn't yet seen Siveet Home Alabama, you 
see, and Dempsey makes Townsend look like Lee Marvin. 

Melanie hightails it back home to serve her long-estranged 
husband — Jake (Josh Lucas), a good ol' boy partial to beer and 
bloodhounds — with divorce papers, which he won't sign at first, 
perhaps because the director told him this would be a very 
expensive short film if he acquiesced too soon. That director, 
incidentally, is one Andy Tennant, of Ever After and Anna and the 
King; he specializes in chick flicks in which he casts a superpowered 
woman (Drew Barrymore, Jodie Foster, and now Reese) and then 
— as if this were necessary — drains the life and color out of 
everyone and everything around her. Fortunately, this doesn't 
work with Josh Lucas, a sly presence in indie films (The Deep End, 
American Psycho) apparently nowbeing groomed for hunk status. 
Lucas has the wit to shrug this off; he has a way of seeming 




amused by whatever the script (or Reese) tosses at him. 

Sweet Home Alabama does nothing so crass as having Melanie 
do fashionmake-overs for allher old Alabama friends and family, 
though it might' ve been a little more fun if it had done something 
so crass. The movie is formulaic down to the floor, and pads itself 
out unattractively with scenes like the one in which Melanie gets 
drunk and insults everyone in a bar; it's an ugly, wrongheaded 
scene, and it's followed by several scenes wherein we have to 
watch Melanie going around apologizing. Surely it's the 
screenwriter who should offer contrition, particularly for giving 
us a movie in which the only black people we see are either maids 
or a swishy gay designer. Andy Tennant, too, should look 
sorrowful for coating the soundtrack with two bloodless covers 
of the title song (one by Jewel) but never allowing the Lynyrd 
Skynyrd original into the mix (gotta make room for Avril Lavigne 
and No Doubt). 

Everything leads to Melanie's wedding with Andrew, whose 
mother is played by Candice Bergen as a nail-tough broad (and 
mayor of New York! ) who shows more testosterone than her son. 
It's always good to see Fred Ward and Mary Kay Place (as 
Melanie's stereotyped parents living in a double- wide), and I was 
cheered, as always, by the presence of Melanie Lynskey, the 
usually-overlooked other half of the Heavenly Creatures duo (Kate 
Winslet gets all the press); Lynskey, a New Zealander born and 
bred, does a more convincing 'Bama accent than does Witherspoon 
(who hails from Tennessee). But everyone revolves around 
Melanie, just as the movie revolves around Witherspoon. She 
deserves stardom — hell, give her a throne and tiara — but she 
doesn't have to make it so easy for herself. Like Melanie, Reese is 
in danger of forgetting her roots — the days when she was young 
and hungry and taking chances in weird movies. It'd be a shame 
if she left that behind.

I The Dealmalcer

He's sort of like a surreal character in a Stephen King 
novel. The Dealmaker. He strides into town, poised and 
assured, confident that he can do what's in everyone' s best 
interest ... because, quite frankly, "he knows what you 
need." Of course, he has to get something in return for all 
his time and effort, and the swift blessing of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board is what he seeks for a proposed 
development project on the highly-coveted tract of land — 
the so-called "Mahoney's Field" — between the existing 
Mattapoisett Police Station and funeral home on Route 6. 
The very same piece of property which has become 
alternately a piercing thorn in some people's sides and a 
high-profile political football for others. 

I'm staring at the empty lot now, across the street from 
our office. It appears to be neither good nor bad — decidedly 
indifferent. I can't imagine this property turning into a 
living, breathing incarnation of "Candyland." Then again, 
I don't suppose it's likely to degenerate into a Hellmouth, 
either. 

So what does "The Dealmaker" propose to do with this 
controversial slice of paradise? He wants to develop it into 
a housing complex, of course. (Doesn't everybody?) And 
what does he dangle before the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board to entice them into giving him a little more leeway 
with the number of housing units? 

$100,000. But wait, not a check in that exact amount, 
per se. But $100,000 to build a skateboard park on town- 
owned land adj acent to the proposed housing development. 

Now I'm starting to think "The Dealmaker" may not be 
a Stephen King creation after all, but more akin to Tony 
Soprano. "You do dis dingfer me, and we get you da skateboard 
park. Capeesh?" 

But is this clearly an offer Mattapoisett can't refuse? 

I humbly beg to differ, and so do others, including a 
vocal resident who is currently circulating a petition to 
take action to counter the Planning Board's 4-1 vote to 
allow "The Dealmaker" to build 36 housing units, thereby 
giving up the open space required under the town's cluster 
zoning in exchange for the $100,000 bribe, er ... um, donation. 

To his credit, Selectman Raymond Andrews also 
disagreed with his fellow board members at last week's 
Selectmen's meeting over the issue, saying the $100,000 
would have been better-spent on something other than a 
skateboard park — although he does support that effort. 

"I'm not in agreement that it was the best utilization 



(of funding)," Selectman Andrews said. "It would have 
been better-spent on remediating the stormwater drain- 
age problem. If it had been any dollar amount the devel- 
oper could have contributed ... it would have been better- 
spent than building a skateboard park." 

I wholly agree. And for those narrow-minded people 
who are ready to dash off hate mail suggesting I'm anti- 
skateboard park, save your keystrokes and ink. I think it's a 
worthwhile effort, but I don't think it's something the town 
should be bankrolling, especially in these difficult finan- 
cial times. And it just seems an odd choice of compensa- 
tion for a proposed housing development which will likely 
impact the town's already-escalating tax rate. 

Why not, as resident Brad Hathaway has suggested, 
apply the $100,000 to correct the flooding problems exist- 
ing at the Town Beach which were initially caused by simi- 
lar projects developed on adjacent land? Why not put it 
towards a much-needed Fire Station? Or a new Water De- 
partment facility? Why not add it to one of the school ex- 
pansion projects? Or the library expansion project? Use it 
to hire a Town Planner or Conservation Agent? Or virtu- 
ally any area which will lessen the burden on Mattapoisett 
taxpayers? 

It just seems short-sighted to me to jump at the pros- 
pect for a skateboard park when there are so many other 
and broader priorities to consider. I, for one, enjoy mov- 
ies. Let's see if "The Dealmaker" will build a movie the- 
ater on the site ... or, better yet, a drive-in so I can just kick 
back here at my desk and watch the show through the 
plate-glass window. 

But I realize such a venture would only appeal to and 
benefit a small group of people. A group not much bigger 
than the skateboard park proponents. 

I'm sure if this were a Stephen King novel, or even an 
episode of The Sopranos, for that matter, there would be an 
antidote of some kind, a resolution. For every "Dealmaker" 
there must be a "Dealbreaker." 

In this case, there is strength in numbers. There are 
only five members of the Planning Board (and one who 
actually voted against "The Dealmaker"), but there are 
many more residents who feel this offer needs to be rene- 
gotiated. I suggest you make your voices heard either by 
signing the petition or contacting the Planning Board mem- 
bers you voted into office. 

It's time to make them an offer they can't refuse.

The following by-law changes which were accepted at the Annual Town Meeting which convened on April 22, 2002 have been approved by the Office of the 
Attorney General, and are published herewith in accordance with current regulations. Claims of invalidity of any of the amendments to the by-law by reason of 
any defect in the procedure of adoption or replacement may only be made within ninety days of the second publication (October 3, 2002) or January 1, 2003. 

Copies of the by-law may be examined in the Office of the Town Clerk, Town House, 2 Spring Street, Marion, Massachusetts, or they may be purchased from the 
Town Clerk for $ 20.00. 



Article 20. Amend the Town by-laws by adding a new article Article XXVIII as follows: 

ARTICLE XXVIII 
Water Use Restrictions 

Section 1 Authority 

This Bylaw is adopted by the Town under its police powers to protect public health and welfare and its powers under M.G.L. c. 40, 131321 et seq. and 
implements the Town's authority to regulate water use pursuant to M.G.L. c. 41, I369B. This bylaw also implements the Town's authority under 
M.G.L. c. 40, 1341A, conditioned upon a declaration of water supply emergency issued by the Department of Environmental Protection. 
Section 2 Purpose 

The purpose of this bylaw is to protect, preserve and maintain the public health, safety and welfare whenever there is in force a State of Water Supply 
Conservation or State of Water Supply Emergency by providing for enforcement of any duly imposed restrictions, requirements, provisions or 
conditions imposed by the Town or by the Department of Environmental Protection. 
Section 3 Definitions 

Enforcement Authority shall mean the Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners, the Department of Public Works, or other department or board 
having responsibility for the operation and maintenance of the water supply, the Health Department, the Town Police, and any other local designated 
body having police powers. 

Person shall mean any individual, corporation trust, partnership or association, or other entity. 

State of Water Supply Emergency shall mean a State of Water Supply Emergency declared by the Department of Environmental Protection under 
M.G.L. c.21G, 1315-17. 

State of Water Supply Conservation shall mean a State of Water Supply Conservation declared by the Town pursuant to section 4 of this bylaw. 

Water Users or Water Consumers shall mean all public and private users of the Town's public water system, irrespective of any person's responsibility 
for billing purposes for water used at any particular facility. 
Section 4 Declaration of a State of Water Supply Conservation 

The Town, through its Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners, may declare a State of Water Supply Conservation upon a determination by a 
majority vote of the Board that a shortage of water exists and conservation measures are appropriate to ensure an adequate supply of water to all 
water consumers. Public notice of a State of Water Conservation shall be given under section 6 of this bylaw before it may be enforced. 



Section 5 Restricted Water Uses 

A declaration of a State of Water Supply Conservation shall include one or more of the following restrictions, conditions, or requirements limiting the 
use of water as necessary to protect the water supply. The applicable restrictions, conditions or requirements shall be included in the public notice 
required under section 6. 

a) Odd/Even Day Outdoor Watering Outdoor watering by water users with odd numbered addresses is restricted to odd numbered days. Outdoor 
watering by water users with even numbered addresses is restricted to even numbered days. 

b) Outdoor Watering Ban Outdoor watering is prohibited. 

c) Outdoor Watering Hours Outdoor watering is permitted only during daily periods of low demand, to be specified in the declaration of a State of 
Water Supply Conservation and public notice thereof. 

d) Filling Swimming Pools Filling of swimming pools is prohibited, 
e) Automatic Sprinkler Use The use of automatic sprinkler systems is prohibited. 



Section 6 Public Notification of a State of Water Supply Conservation; Notification ofDEP 

Notification of any provision, restriction, requirement or condition imposed by the Town as part of a State of Water Supply Conservation shall be 
published in a newspaper of general circulation within the Town, or by such other means reasonably calculated to reach and inform all users of 
water of the State of Water Supply Conservation. Any restriction imposed under section 5 shall not be effective until such notification is provided. 
Notification of the State of Water Supply Conservation shall also be simultaneously provided to the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection. 

Termination of a State of Water Supply Conservation; Notice 
A State of Water Supply Conservation may be terminated by a majority vote of the Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners upon a determination 
that the water supply shortage no longer exists. Public notification of the termination of a State of Water Supply Conservation shall be given in the 
same manner required by section 6. 

State of Water Supply Emergency; Compliance with DEP Orders 
Upon notification to the public that a declaration of a State of Water Supply Emergency has been issued by the Department of Environmental 
Protection, no person shall violate any provision, restriction, requirement, condition of any order approved or issued by the Department intended to 
bring about an end to the State of Emergency. 
Penalties 

Any person violating this bylaw shall be liable to the Town in the amount of $50.00 for the first violation and $100 for each subsequent violation. 
Fines shall be recovered by indictment, or on complaint before the District Court, or by non-criminal disposition in accordance with section 2 1 D of 
chapter 40 of the general laws. Each day of violation shall constitute a separate offense. 
Section 10 Right of Entry 

Agents of the enforcement authority may enter upon any property for the purpose of inspecting and investigating any violation of this bylaw or 
enforcing the same. 
Section 11 Severability 

The invalidity of any portion of provision of this bylaw shall not invalidate any other portion or provision thereof.

Item 2. : 

Deleting in its entirety "Section 7.4, Uses Authorized by Special Permit" and replacing it with the following as a new "Section 7.4, Uses Authorized by Special 
Permit" 

Section 7.4 Certain Uses Authorized by Special Permit 

Where eligible for consideration in the Table of Principal Uses, applications for the following types of special permits shall be governed by these rules: 

7.4.1 Bed and Breakfast Establishments. 

1, An owner or owners of a residence may apply for a special permit for a Bed and Breakfast Establishment. 

2. The Special permit Granting Authority (SPGA): 

a. shall make a finding that the issuance of a Special permit Use not result in increased congestion or other adverse impacts which will tend to 
reduce neighborhood amenities or the value of surrounding properties. 

b. shall make a finding that the issuance of a Special permit shall not make existing wastewater systems inadequate and will cause no undue 
crowding on or near the site in order to provide required parking space. 

c. may allow up to, but no more than, three guest rooms per property. 

d. shall permit that breakfast may be the only meal served in such 
facility and that only guests residing in the structure may be served. 

e. shall require that the off-street parking ratio be one space per guest 

room with no less than one additional space for the owner. Parking to accommodate bed and breakfast clients shall not be located within the front 
yard between the residence and the street line except where the board of appeals finds that due to the considerable setback of the building from the 
street or other unique conditions pertaining to the lot, alternative off-street parking arrangements, such as an existing driveway, will not be 
detrimental to the neighborhood. 

f. may find that in areas where there are small lots and a need to prevent excessive paving of yard areas, one or more of the required guest parking 
space requirements may be satisfied by the use of curbside parking where the board of appeals determines that there will be no significant adverse 
impact on the neighborhood or any individual abutter. 

g. shall require that the residence shall be managed by an owner residing on the property. 

h. shall state that the special permit shall not be transferable to subsequent owner or another property. 

i. shall require that guests shall register upon arrival, stating their names and current residence address. The registration form shall be kept by the 
owner for a period of two years and shall be made available for a representative of the Town of Marion upon one day's notice. 

j. shall require that signs for bed and breakfast operations shall be consistent with those allowed for accessory uses in a residential district. See 
Section 6.2. 

k. shall require that the establishment must comply with all necessary state or local permits and licenses. 

7.4.2 Conversion of a Dwelling. 

The conversion of a one-family (or an accessory building) to contain two dwelling units on one lot by an owner occupant thereof may be authorized by special 
permit. The owner may apply for the construction and occupancy of one accessory apartment in such one family dwelling or in any accessory building, and any 
additions to either located on the same lot, provided the building permit for such one family dwelling was issued at least ten years prior to special permit 
application date. It is not the intent of this section to permit or encourage the building of new dwellings and/or accessory structures which are large enough to 
contain apartments or to allow the accessory apartment to be used for bed and breakfast facilities. 

The intent of these regulations is to provide financial support for the owner occupant, particularly those sixty years of age and older, who wish to retain housing 
independence, and assist in the provision of affordable housing opportunities for families and individuals of all age groups. The Board of Appeals may grant 
such permit provided that: 

1. Due consideration has been given to the reports and recommendations of the Board of Health and Planning Board. 

2. Adequate provision has been made for the disposal of sewage generated by the occupancy of such apartment in accordance with the requirements of the 
Board of Health. 

3. The design and size of the apartment conforms to all applicable standards in the health, building and other codes for buildings in the residential zone in 
which said dwelling is located. 

4. The owner(s) of the residence which has an accessory unit within the residence or within an accessory building shall occupy at least one of the dwelling 
units on the premises, except for bonafide temporary absences. Special permit will lapse upon transfer of ownership of property. 

5. Notwithstanding the parking requirement of Section 6.5, at least a total of three off-street parking spaces are available for use by the owner-occupant(s) 
and tenant(s). 

6. Due consideration has been given to community needs, the density of development in the neighborhood, public safety and the adequacy of town services. 

7.4.3 Industry and Manufacturing. 

No special permit shall be granted for any manufacturing use which would be detrimental, offensive or tend to reduce property values in the same or adjoining 
districts by reason of dirt, odor, fumes, gas, sewage, refuse, noise, excessive vibration or danger of explosion or fire. 

4.4.4 Nonconforming Uses 

Addition to an Existing Nonconforming Building. Where an existing building is lawfully located on a lot closer to its boundary than specified in this by-law, the 
Board of Appeals may grant a special permit for an addition to such building to be located closer to the lot line than required, but no closer than the actual 
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distance from the existing building to the lot line, and provided that the board of appeals finds that such addition will not be more detrimental and will provide 
adequate air, light, ventilation, privacy, access or safety. 

Addition to an Existing Building on a Nonconforming Lot. 

The Board of Appeals may authorize such reductions of setback and set-in requirements as may be reasonable with respect to the size and shape of the lot and 
not hazardous or detrimental to the neighborhood and the adjacent properties. The lawful use of any structure or land existing at the time of enactment or 
subsequent amendment of this by-law, or existing by virtue of a variance or special permit granted by the Board of Appeals, may be expanded provided a 
special permit therefore is granted by the Board of Appeals and the use as expanded conforms to the minimum setback from street rights-of-way and set-in 
from the boundary lines between lots. 

7.4.5 Piers as an Accessory Use. 

An accessory pier serving a single family residence located on the same lot may be approved by the Planning Board pursuant to the special permit regulations 
of this by-law provided that: 

1. The Planning Board gives due consideration to the recommendations of the Marine Resources Commission and Conservation Commission. 

2. The accessory use will not have an adverse impact on coastal ecology, recreational use of adjoining waters, or the use and enjoyment of the waterfront 
by adjoining property owners. 

3. Alternatives in the form of an association pier or public pier are not reasonably available. 

4. The zoning map does not designate the area as a no pier construction zone. 

5. The lot for which the permit is sought fully conforms with the current area and frontage requirements for the district in which it is located. 

7.4.6 Association Piers. 

An Association Pier may be granted a special permit provided that: 

1 . Evidence is provided in the form of deed restrictions which restricts use of the pier to a defined geographical area or development. The developer shall 
include in the deed to the owners of individual Lots within the defined area beneficial rights to such association pier. 

2. There are provisions assuring the maintenance of the pier facilities by the developer until taken over by a homeowners association. 

3. There are adequate provisions for assuring maintenance of the pier facilities by the homeowners association. The Planning Board's attention is called to 
the requirements of Section 8.5.4, which generally would be applicable to an association maintaining a pier. 

4. Due consideration has been given to screening any parking areas from adjoining or nearby residences. 

5. The lot meets the minimum requirements for a single family house lot in the district. 

6. There is no clubhouse facility. 

7. Due consideration has been given to the report and recommendations of the Marine Resources Commission and the conservation commission. 

7.4.7 Signs 

Signs Larger than Permitted Size. A special permit may be granted by the SPGA where a business has unusual requirements or a long name requiring a larger 
sign, and the granting of the special permit will not be detrimental to the character of the neighborhood or to the town, will not be unduly distracting, by 
blocking visibility of traffic, or other business or scenic views. 

Off-Property Directional Signs. A special permit may be granted by the SPGA where an applicant shows a special need. 

More than One Sign on Building. A special permit may be granted by the SPGA where due to shape of the building, orientation of the building lot, the road 
location, topography of the land, or special landscape features, an additional sign would be appropriate for the business and not detrimental to the town or 
neighborhood. 

7.4.8 Structural Features Exceeding Sixty-Five Feet High. 

The Board of Appeals may grant a special permit where certain structures exceed 65 feet in height and are not in any way for living purposes. This applies to 
accessory features such as chimneys, ventilators, skylights, water tanks, bulkheads, domes, towers, and spines usually carried above roofs. Does not apply to 
wireless communications facilities. 

Item 3: Delete in its entirety "Section 11, Definitions" and substitute the following new "Section 11. Definitions". 
SECTION 11. DEFINITIONS 

In this by-law certain terms and words, unless a contrary meaning is required by the context, or is specifically prescribed, shall have the meaning given herein. 
Words applying to the masculine gender shall apply to the feminine gender. Words used in the present tense include the future. The words used and occupied 
include the words designed, arranged, intended or offered to be used or occupied. The words building, structure, lot, land or premises shall be construed as 
though followed by the words "or any portion thereof." The word shall is always mandatory and not merely directory. The word constructed shall include the 
words built, enlarged, erected, altered, moved and placed. The word "person" includes a corporation or partnership, as well as an individual. 

Accessory Apartment: A separate, complete dwelling unit which is: 

(1) contained substantially within the structure of a one-family dwelling unit, is served by a separate entry/exit and can be isolated from the principal 
one-family dwelling unit, or 

(2) contained entirely within an accessory building located on the same lot as a one-family dwelling. 

Accessory Use or Structure: A use or structure which is subordinate to, customarily incidental to, and located on the same lot with the principal use or 
building to which it is accessory. 

Acre: The area of land to be equal to 43,560 square feet, as measured by acceptable surveying practices. 

Adult Day Care: A facility, whether principal or accessory, providing nonresidential day care to adults over the age of 16. Not more than fifteen (15) such 
persons shall be served at an accessory facility. 

Adult Use: Adult Bookstores, Adult Cabarets, Adult Motion Picture Theaters, Adult Paraphernalia Stores, and Adult Video Stores as defined below: 
Adult Bookstore: 
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An establishment having as a substantial or significant portion of its stock in trade, books, magazines, and other matter which are distinguished or characterized 
by their emphasis depicting, describing, or relating to sexual conduct or sexual excitement as defined in G.L. c. 272, s. 3 1 . 

Adult Cabaret: A nightclub, bar, restaurant, tavern, dance hall, or similar commercial establishment which regularly features persons or entertainers who 
appear in a state of nudity, or live performances which are distinguished or characterized by nudity, sexual conduct or sexual excitement as defined in G.L. c. 
272, s. 31. 

Adult Motion Picture Theater: An enclosed building or any portion thereof used for presenting material (motion picture films, videocassettes, cable television, 
slides or any other such visual media) distinguished by an emphasis on matter depicting, describing, or relating to sexual conduct or sexual excitement as 
defined in G.L. c. 272, s. 31. 

Adult Paraphernalia Store: An establishment having as a substantial or significant portion of its stock devices, object, tools, or toys which are distinguished 
or characterized by their association with sexual activity, including sexual conduct or sexual excitement as defined in G.L. c. 272, s. 31. 

Adult Video Store: An establishment having a substantial or significant portion of its stock-in-trade for sale or rent-motion picture films, video cassettes, and 
similar audio/ visual media, which are distinguished or characterized by their emphasis depicting, describing, or relating to sexual conduct or sexual excitement 
as defined in G.L c. 272, s.31. 

Alteration: Any construction, reconstruction or other action resulting in a change of the structural parts or height, number of stories, size, use or location of a 
building or other structure. 

Assisted Living Facility: A structure or structures containing dwelling units for persons in need of assistance with activities of daily living, as defined and 
regulated by Chapter 19D of the General Laws. 

Basement: A story partly underground but having at least one-half of its height above the average level of the adjoining ground. A basement shall be counted 
in determining the floor area of a building. 

Bed and Breakfast: A private owner-occupied residence in which lodging and the breakfast meal are offered to transients for a fee. 

Body Art Parlor or Studio: A facility where tattoos, body piercing or other forms of body decoration are provided for a fee or for any other type of compensation. 

Buffer or Buffer Strip: An area within a site which is adjacent to parallel with the property line. It consists of a continuous strip, except required vehicle or 
pedestrian access points, of existing vegetation or of vegetation created by the use of trees or shrubs, designed to minimize intrusion of dirt, dust, litter, noise, 
glare from motor vehicle headlights, artificial lights (including ambient glare), or view of signs, unsightly buildings or parking lots. 

Building: A structure, or portion thereof, either temporary or permanent, having a roof or other covering forming a structure for the shelter of persons, animals 
and property of any kind; no trailer or mobile home shall be used as a building; and the term "building" shall be construed as if followed by the words "or 
portion thereof. 

Building Code: The State Building Code of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, as the same may be amended from time to time. Terms used in this by-law 
shall have the same meaning as ascribed to them in the building code unless the context of usage in this by-law clearly indicates another meaning. 

Building Height: Measured as the vertical distance from the natural finished grade on the street side(s), and, if not abutting a street, from the mean natural 
ground level along its front to the cornice of the building. 

Business or Professional Office: A building or part thereof, for the transaction of business or the provision of services exclusive of the receipt, sale, storage, 
or processing of merchandise. 

Change of Use: Any change in type or class of activity for a nonresidential lot or building requires a Plan and Site Review. Examples of types of activity 
include, but are not limited to, the following: retail sales, medical use, food service, office use, manufacturing, distribution, etc. Any changes within a type or 
class of use may require a Plan and Site Review. There shall be a Review if change results in a significant change in impact on the neighborhood as in the 
following: Pedestrian or vehicular traffic flow within, or to designated in this By-Law. 

Common Open Space: A parcel or parcels of land or an area of water, or a combination of land and water within the site designated and intended for the use 
and enjoyment of residents of a Conservation Subdivision. Common Open Space may contain such complementary structures and improvements as are necessary 
and appropriate for the benefit and enjoyment of residents of the Conservation Subdivision. 

Conservation Subdivision: An option as defined in these by-laws, which permits an applicant to build single-family dwellings with reduced lot area and 
frontage requirements designed to create a development in which the buildings and accessory uses are clustered together into one or more groups with adjacent 
open land. 

Contractor's Yard: Premises used, in whole or in part, by a building contractor or subcontractor for storage of equipment and supplies, fabrication of 
subassemblies, and parking of wheeled equipment. 

Cooking Facilities: Any facilities (including without limitation a hot plate or portable oven, but not including an outdoor grill) which permits the occupant to 
prepare meals in the building on a regular basis. 

Drive-in or Drive-through Window: Any window or similar feature at a facility, except restaurants, designed to serve persons while situated in a motor 
vehicle. 

Driveway: An improved access (other than a street) connecting between a street and one or more parking or loading spaces. 

Dwelling: A building or part thereof designed, erected and used for continuous and permanent habitation for one or more families or individuals. A dwelling 
does not include a vessel. 

Dwelling Unit: A portion of a building occupied or suitable for occupancy as a residence and arranged for use of one or more individuals living as a single 
housekeeping unit with its own cooking, living, sanitary, and sleeping facilities. A "dwelling unit" does not include trailers or mobile homes, however mounted, 
or commercial accommodations offered for periodic occupancy. 

Educational Use (exempt): Use of land or structures for educational purposes on land owned or leased by the commonwealth or any of its agencies, subdivisions 
or bodies politic or by a religious sect or denomination, or by a nonprofit educational corporation. 

Environmental Assessment: 

A concise report which accomplishes the following: evaluates the positive and negative, and direct and indirect impact of a development project on the natural 
and man-made environment; and proposes reasonable measures to mitigate impacts. 

Essential Services: Services provided by a public service corporation or by governmental agencies through erection, construction, alteration, or maintenance 
of gas, electrical, steam, or water transmission or distribution systems and collection, communication, supply, or disposal systems whether underground or 
overhand, but not including wireless communications facilities. Facilities necessary for the provision of essential services include poles, wires, drains, sewers, 
pipes, conduits, cables, fire alarm boxes, police call boxes, traffic signals, hydrants and other similar equipment in connection therewith. 
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Existing Estate Dwelling Structure: A structure originally designed for seasonal occupancy which was constructed prior to January 1, 1960 and which has a 
gross floor area of 3,000 square feet or more, exclusive of basements or cellars. 

Family Day Care, Large or Small: Any private residence operating a facility as defined in G.L. c. 28A, s. 9. 

FEMA: The Federal Emergency Management Agency of the United States Government. This agency administers the National Flood Insurance Program and 
the Flood Insurance Rate Maps. 

Floor Area Ratio: 

The ratio of the gross floor area of the building or buildings on one lot to the total area of the lot. 
Fuel Storage, Aboveground/Underground: (Reserved for future use) 

General Service Establishment: A facility providing general services such as appliance or equipment repairs, furniture or upholstery repairs, and offices for 
trades or crafts, but excluding motor vehicle services of any kind. 

Gross Floor Area: The sum of the horizontal areas of the floors of a building or several buildings on the same lot measured from the exterior face of exterior 
walls, or from the centerline of the wall separating two buildings, not including any space where the floor to ceiling height is less than seven feet three inches. 

Groundwater: Water beneath the surface of the ground whether or not flowing through known and definite channels. 

Groundwater Recharge Area: 

That portion of the drainage basin where water enters the saturated zone and the net flow of groundwater is directed from the saturated area to an aquifer. 

Hazardous or Toxic Material: A material which is hazardous to human health or to the environment, as defined by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
and under 40 CMR 250 and the regulations of the Massachusetts Hazardous Waste Act, G.L. 21C, s. 1. 

Homeowners Association: A corporation or trust owned or to be owned by the owners of lots or residential units within a site approved for a Conservation 
Subdivision, or Open Space Development, which holds the title to open land and which is responsible for the costs and maintenance of said open land and any 
other facilities to be held in common. 

Home Occupation: The use of up to twenty-five percent of the floor space in a dwelling for customary home occupations conducted by a resident occupant, 
such as dressmaking, candy making, or for the practice by a resident of a recognized profession or craft. Also permitted as a home occupation is the use of up 
to two thousand square feet of a lot, including an accessory building thereon, in connection with a trade by a resident carpenter, electrician, painter, plumber, or 
any other artisan, provided that no manufacturing or business use requiring substantially continuous employment be carried on. Also permitted as a home 
occupation is a farm, market garden, nursery or greenhouse and the sale of products, the major portion of which are grown on the premises. 

Housing, Affordable: Housing for people of low or moderate income which is constructed, rehabilitated, remodeled and sold, leased or rented by the Town of 
Marion, a local housing commission or authority, or by any other public agency, nonprofit corporation, limited dividend corporation or partnership or co- 
operative, the construction, remodeling, financing, sale, lease or rental of which housing is regulated and financially assisted by agencies of the Government of 
the United States of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts under programs the purpose of which is to provide housing for people of low or moderate income. For 
the purposes of this paragraph, the terms "low income, "moderate income" and "limited income" shall have the meanings defined in the programs or laws 
administered by such agencies. 

Impervious Surface: A surface which has been compacted or covered with a layer of material so that it is, or may become, highly resistant to infiltration by 
water. Semi-impervious surfaces such as compacted clay, gravel and other materials which may become compacted over time, as-well as most conventionally 
surfaced streets, roofs, sidewalks, parking lots and other similar structures and materials shall be considered to be impervious. 

Landscaper's Yard: (Reserved for future use) 

Light Manufacturing: Fabrication, assembly, processing, finishing work or packaging. 

Lot: A single area of land in one ownership throughout defined by metes and bounds or boundary lines as shown in a recorded deed or on a recorded plan. 
Lot Area: The horizontal area of the lot exclusive of any area in a public or private way open to public usage. 

Lot, Frontage: That boundary of a lot coinciding with the street line, being an unbroken distance along a way currently maintained by the Town, county, State, 
or along ways shown on the Definitive Plans of approved subdivisions, through which actual access to the potential building site shall be required. Lot frontage 
shall be measured continuously along one street line between side lot lines, or, in the case of corner lots, between one side lot line and the mid-point of the 
corner. 

Lot Line, Front: 

That property line which establishes frontage on a way. 

Lot Line, Rear: That property line which is farthest from and most nearly parallel to the front lot line. All other lot lines are side lot lines. Triangular and 
irregularly shaped lot lines may have no rear lot line. 

Lot Line, Side: Any lot line not defined as a front or rear lot line. 

Major Commercial Project: Any commercial use or uses in the Table of Principal Uses under the heading "G. Retail Uses" with a gross floor area of more than 
5,000 square feet. 

Marina: A facility which provides dockage or berthing for more than five vessels and may also provide facilities for the servicing of vessels. Dockominiums, 
where the berths are individually owned, shall be included within the definition of a marina. 

Marion Waters: 

All waters within the geographic bounds of the Town of Marion, including ocean waters along the coastal bounds of the town. 
Maximum Lot Coverage: Include the gross ground floor area of all buildings and all impervious surfaces. 

Mean High Water: The line where the arithmetic mean of the high water heights observed over a specific nineteen-year metonic cycle (the National Tidal 
Datum Epoch) meets the shore and shall be determined using hydrographic survey data of the National Ocean Survey of the U.S. Department of Commerce. 

Medical Office or Clinic : A building designed and used for the diagnosis and treatment of human patients that does not include overnight care facilities. 

Motor Vehicle Body Repair: An establishment, garage or work area enclosed within a building where repairs are made or caused to be made to motor vehicle 
bodies, including fenders, bumpers and similar components of motor vehicle bodies. Such establishment does not include the storage vehicles for the cannibalization 
of parts. 

Motor Vehicle General Repair: Premises for the servicing and repair of autos, but not to include fuel sales. Such premises do not include establishments for 
motor vehicle body repair or motor vehicle junkyards or graveyards. 

Motor Vehicle Junkyard or Graveyard: The use of any area or any lot, whether inside or outside of a building, for the storage, keeping, or abandonment of 
junk, scrap or discarded materials, or the dismantling, demolition, or abandonment of automobiles, other vehicles, machinery, or parts thereof. 
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Motor Vehicle Service Station: Premises for the supplying of fuel, oil, lubrication, washing, or minor repair services, but not to include body work, painting, 
or major repairs. 

Multifamily Use: Two or more dwelling units on a single lot, including any mix of single family, two-family or multifamily structures, whether or not attached, 
and regardless of form of tenure. 

Municipal Facilities: Facilities owned or operated by the Town of Marion or facilities licensed by the Town to private entities. 

Nonexempt Roadside Farm Stand: Facility for the sale of produce, wine, other edible farm products, flowers, fireplace wood, preserves, dairy and similar 
products on property not exempted by G.L. c. 40A, s. 3. 

Nursery: A facility on a parcel with less than five acres for retail sale of trees, shrubs, plants and related products which are raised on and off the premises. 
Nursing or Convalescent Home: Any building with sleeping rooms where persons are housed or lodged and furnished with meals and nursing care for hire. 
Parking Space (non-handicapped): 

An area measuring at least 9'x 18', suitable for parking a car, and except for residences, having adequate access for entry and exit while other adjacent parking 
spaces are occupied. 

Personal Kennel: A facility on a parcel with more than five acres specifically used in the breeding, raising and training of dogs owned by the property owner. 

Personal Service Establishment: A facility providing personal services such as hair salon, barber shop, tanning beds, dry cleaning, print shop, photography 
studio, and the like. 

Pier, Accessory: A pier serving as an accessory to a single-family residence and which is located on the same lot as the residence. 
Pier, Association: A pier used exclusively for noncommercial purposes by an association of boat owners. 
Pier, Commercial: A pier available or used for commercial purposes. 

Research Laboratory: Buildings, structures or parts thereof constructed, altered or used for the following purposes: (1) general and technical office, nonmedical; 
(2) research laboratory engaged in research, experimental and testing activities, including but not limited to the fields of biology, chemistry, electronics, 
engineering, geology, medicine and physics, provided that no recombinant DNA research or technology is involved. 

Restaurant: A building or portion thereof containing tables and/or booths for at least two- thirds (2/3) of its legal capacity, which is designed, intended and used 
for the indoor sales and consumption of food prepared on the premises, except that food may be consumed outdoors in areas designated for dining purposes, 
which are adjunct to the main indoor restaurant facility. The term "restaurant" shall not include "fast-food restaurant" or "drive-in restaurant." 

Restaurant: Drive-in: A restaurant or fast-food restaurant with a window designed to serve people in motor vehicles. 

Restaurant, Fast-food: An establishment whose principal business is the sale of pre-prepared or rapidly pre-pared food directly to the customer in a ready to 
consume state for consumption on or off the premises, with food ordering at a counter, rather than at a table. 

Restaurant, Outdoor: A restaurant serving food at tables or at counters in which more than fifty percent of the seats are out of doors such as an open porch, 
deck, patio or on the grounds. 

Retail, General: A facility selling goods but not specifically listed in Section 4.2, the Table of Use Regulations, and less than 5,000 square feet of gross floor 
area. 

Rooming House: A dwelling in which the person resident therein provides sleeping accommodations for not more than four paying guests who are not provided 
with meals or individual or shared cooking facilities. 

Sign: Any temporary or permanent lettering, word, numeral, billboard, pictorial representation, display, emblem, trademark, device, banner, pennant, insignia 
or other figure or similar character, located outdoors, whether constituting a structure or any part thereof, or attached, painted on, or in any other manner 
represented on a building or other structure, and which is used to announce, direct, attract, advertise or promote. 

Sign, Accessory: Any sign relating to an allowed accessory use of the premises. 

Sign, Face Area Thereof: The area within the shortest line that can be drawn around the outside perimeter of a sign, including any frame. Structural members 
designed for support purposes shall not be included in computing the sign area if they are not used for advertising purposes. 

Sign, Billboard: A large freestanding, permanent sign which directs attention to a business, commodity, services or entertainment conducted, sold or offered 
elsewhere than upon the premises where the sign is located. 

Sign, Business: A sign identifying the business, company or agency located on the premises. An advertising sign used to direct attention to a product and/or a 
service or activity not performed on the premises shall not be considered a business sign; such signs are not allowed in Marion. 

Sign, Directional: A sign which directs and gives guidance, but does not contain any advertising. 

Sign, Freestanding: A sign not supported by a wall nor building and supported by its own permanent base or foundation on or in the ground. 

Sign, Portable or Mobile: A sign, not including banners, pennants and the like which is not supported by its own permanent base nor foundation in the ground. 

Sign, Projecting: A sign which is attached to a building, extends more than twelve inches therefrom and provides necessary clearance for pedestrians and 
vehicles. 

Sign, Roof: A sign which is mounted on the roof of a building above the eave line. The top of the sign may not extend higher than the highest point of the roof 
on which it is mounted. 

Sign, Wall- mounted: A sign which is attached directly to the wall of a building and does not extend more than twelve inches therefrom and provides necessary 
clearance for pedestrians. 

Special Permit-Granting Authority: The Board of Appeals, Board of Selectmen, or the Planning Board as designated in this by-law. 

Story: A portion of a building between the surface of any floor and the surface of the floor or ceiling next above it. A half-story is a space under a sloping roof 
which has the line of intersection of the roof and wall space not more than three (3) feet above floor level, in which space the possible floor area with head room 
of five (5) feet or less occupies at least 40% of the floor area of the story directly beneath it. 

Street: A street shall be ( 1 ) an improved public way laid out by the Town of Marion, the Plymouth County Commissioners or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
(2) a way which the Marion Town Clerk certifies is maintained by public authority as a public way, or (3) a way in existence having in the opinion of the 
Planning Board sufficient width, suitable grades and adequate construction to accommodate the vehicular traffic anticipated by reason of the proposed use of the 
land abutting thereon or served thereby, and for the installation of municipal services to serve such land and buildings erected or to be erected thereon. Away 
shall not be a "street" with respect to any lot which does not have appurtenant to it a recorded right of access to and over such way for vehicular traffic. 

Structure: A combination of materials to form a construction including among others, buildings, stadiums, tents, reviewing stands, platforms, stagings, observation 
towers, water tanks, play tower, swimming pools, trestles, sheds, shelters, fences over six feet high, display signs, flagpoles, masts for radio antenna, courts for

tennis or similar games, backstops, backboards; the term "structure" shall be construed as if followed by the words "or portion thereof." A vessel shall not be 
considered to be a structure.
